ARRESTED FOR ARSON AT 60.

| Charles Williamson Has Been In- | 
volved in Many Crimes. | 

New York, December 25.—One of the 
men who was involved many years ago 
in the famous Bank of England forgery 
case and who in 1877 set fire to Sing 
Sirg prison ard escaped in the confus. 
ion, has just been arrested in this city at 
the age of 60 years on the charge of 
arson in the first degree. He is best 
known as Charles Williamson, alias Per- 
rin, but he Rias passed lately as Charles 
P. Hall, which is said to be his real 
name, 

Posing as a retired banker—he was p0s- 
ing as an active banker when, in 1893 
he flooded Wal) street with alleged forged 
bconds—he bought the Van Alen place at 
&ew Hamburg, Duchess county, agree- | 
ing to pay $10,000 for it. He paid $500 
down and insured the house for $19,000. | 
Four days later, on February 1/4 last, the 
house was burned. Circumstances dis- 
covered led to the withholding of pay- | 
ment upon the policies and Hall disap- 
peared. He has been living, the police 
learned, in New Jersey, and when he 
eame to this city he was arrested. Hall 
is said to have passed twenty-eight years 
in prison.

Reply of Japan Is Considered 
al St, Petersburg, 


It Is Probable That R’gssia Will Find 
Some Way in Which To Satisfy 
Japan—American Proposal 
To Refer Matter to

St.. Petersburg, December 25.—The Rus- 
Sian government is still considering the 
relly of the Japanese government t» its 
rote which was sent in enswer to Ja- 
pan’s demands relating to the situation 
in the Far East.

LEANING TOWER 
HAS BEEN SOLD 


Bologna’s Most Famous 
Structure Purchased by 
Composer, 


Rome, December 25.—Bologna’s most 
singular structure, the leaning Garisenda 
tower, which was begun in /110 by Fil- 
ippo and Ottono Garisenda, and which 
was owned by the Marquis Malvezzi, has 
been purchased by Baron Raimendo 
Franchetti, who is well known as a com- 
poser. 

The Garisenda tower is 163 feet high, 
but it is 10 feet out of the perpendicular. 

Dante, in his ‘‘Inferno,’’ compares the 
giant Antaaeus, who bends toward him, 
to this tower, ‘‘When a cloud passes over 
it." The obliqueness of the tower was 
oceasioned by the settling foundations. 
The sale of the tower has given rise to 
much dissatisfaction and the government 
has been urged to interfere for the pur- 
pose of securing it for the nation.

QUARREL FATAL 


TO BROWN EVANS 


Screven County Man Shot 
to Death by Charlie 
Stafford, 


Sylvania, Ga., December 25.—(Special.)— 
Brown Evans, a well-known young man 
of this county, was shot and killed abcut 
7 o'clock last night at his store near Cam- 
eron by Charley Stafford, a young man 
who lives in that neighborhood. 

The two men had an altercation over 
some trivia] matter, which ended fatally 
for Evans in a few minutes. Evans was 
shot five times with a pistol and was 
killed instantly. Stafford claims that | 
Evans also shot at him. 

Groover Stafford and his brother, Cnar- 
ley Stafford, and Evans, were the only 
white men present at the time. There 
vere also four negroes in the store. Staf- 
ford gave himself up to the sheriff this 
morning and is now in jail here. 

The two Staffords claim that Evans be- 
gan the difficulty by striking them with 
a stick, and that he also drew a pistol 
and began shooting at them, when Char- 
ley Stafford pulled his weapon and shot 
Evans five times, resulting in instant 


death. 

It is claimed on the other side, on the 
testimony of one of the negroes, that 
the Stafforeés drew their weapons and 
stot Evans down without provocation, 
The shooting has created a good deal of 
excitement in that portion of the county. 
Brown Evans, the man killed, was a son 
of Charley Evans and a grandson of Dr. 
J ¥F. Brown, a well-known and promi- 
nent citizen.

First Methodist Congregation 


Hears Able Discourse by 
Dr. Byrd, 


os 

Dr. Charles W. Byrd, pastor of the 
First Methodist church, delivered a strong 
Sermon yesterday to one of the best 
congregations of the Christmas season. 
His remarks were listened to attentively, 
and were appreciated by his hearers. 
His text was taken from the second 
chapter of Luke, and referred to the birth’ 
of the Savior. The theme was one appro- 
priate to the occasion, and was handled 
in @ way that shed new light upon the 
story which for so many generations has 
been the hope of the human race. 

Dr. Byrd said: 

“In the second chapter of Luke there 
is a most remarkable statement on which 
I wish to fix your thought for a little 
while this morning. 

“She brought for her first born, etc.; 
laid him in a manger because there was 
ne room for them tn the inn. 

“‘No room for them. Who are they for 
whom there {s no room in the inn? Mary 
and Jesus. To us with our culture in the 
humanities and our knowledge of Mary 
and Jesus, these seem like a record of 
brutality. That a respectable, decent 
woman should be sent to the stable to 
bring forth her first born seems horrible. 
Why did not the men vacate their apart- 
ments? Why did they not sit up all night 
that this manifestly saintly young Jewess 
might have the mitigations of respectablo 
surroundings for her first maternal 
agony? There {s perhape not a man in 
this city that would not spend the night 
with no cover but the overarching blue 
to provide for the lowllest of women 
under similar circumstances. 

“But we must remember that this oc- 
currence was before Jesus was born, and 
to this same Mary and to this same holy 
child we owe our highest culture in the 
humanities. This Mary has glorified ma- 
ternity, and this Jesus has put the stamp 
of sanetity upon childhood.

New York recently voted to spend 
$101,000,000 to convert the Erie canal 
into a 1,000-ton barge canal from 
Lockport, on Lake Erie, to the Hud- 
son river at Albany. The arguments 
in favor of securing a through water- 
way and lower rates on western 
freights for foreign export gave the 
Froject a tremendous majority in the 
balloting. 

Now Philadelphia is pressing the 
United States congress for a 35-foot 
channel from her wharves. through 
Delaware bay to the open sea aud Bal- 
timore is doing the identical same 
thing—begging congress for a 35-foot 
channel from. her transcontinental 
railway terminals down ic the bound- 
ing blue ocean. 

These are* incidents of the great 
fight the eastern ports ‘rom Norfolk 
to Halifax are making to draw to 
themselvez all the traffic possible. 
Millions upon millions of dollars are 
being spent by the railways and by 
the steamship companies to get west- 
ern freights to taose ports at the min- 
imum of cost. 

While all these things are being 
vigorously pushed in the east, what 
are we of the south Atlantic and gulf 
ports to do? Sit idly in the content- 
meut of laissez faire and do nothing 
to split the streams of seawari com- 
merce at the points of origin? With 
harbors needing but ordinary appropri- 
stions and care and with railway con- 
rections putting us in touch with the 
traffic fields of the west and the nortbh- 
west, to say nothing of cur owr out- 
tutting industries in the south, we 
cught to compete strongly and suc- 
cessfully against the more northern 
ports.

The Isle of Pines.

If our 
memory serves us well, those Eu- 
ropean peoples had during our civil 
war four full years in which to ex- 
ploit this trick of finding new cotton 
fields and making themselves inde- 
pendent of the American crop. Con- 
ditions of soil, climate and the culli- 
vation of the cotton plant have not 
changed so radically since as to make 
it patent that our English cousins, for 
instance, can pull off such a coup de 
commerce now any better than they 
could have done then—when they 
tried it and failed. 

But they say, in these newspapers, 
that our 12-cent cotton business is 
ruining our own American cotton miil 
industries. That must be a mistake, 
for so shrewd and alert an observer 
as President J. Skelton Williams, of 
the Seaboard Air Line system, has 
just testified in New York, after a 
tour of the south, that he found a 
mill on the line of his road that made 
40 per cent on its capital last year and 
one that earned its usual half-yearly 
dividend of this year during the two 
months of September and October. 
Really, we must decline to believe that 
our eastern contemporaries are in un- 
selfish earnest when they ask, as does 
The New York Post, that the neople 
of the south do not boom cotton prices 
but accept “a steady demand ar mod- 
erate quotations.”

' Ben R Tillman, the noted senior senator 
‘from South Carofina, who will speak 
here on January !, New Year's night. 
| Senator Tillman has never lectured in 


‘| Atlanta and much interest is being mant- 


fested in his coming appearance here. 
' His subject will be “The Race Problem 
from a Southern Point of View,’ which 
| fs considered his best effort. 

When Senator Tillman first came into 
view as a public man the impression 
spread abroad that there was an unedu- 
cated, uncouth, brawling southern farmer 
who aspired to rule his state. This was 
one of the earliest misinterpretations of 
the man that were circulated over the 
land. Benjamin R. Tillman came of One 
of the most intelligent, and it might be 
said aristocratic, of the old South Caro- 
| lina families. When he was a boy before 
the war he had for a governess and tu- 
tor the sister of Chester A. Arthur, who 
afterwards became the president of the 
United States. The Tillman family lived 
in luxury until the war swept away the 
|property In slaves and left them nothing 
but depreciated land. The present sena- 
tor on that account did not go to college, 
nor did he study law. He became a 
farmer on the anceStral eState and there 
he stayed, literally a tiller of the toil, 
until the great political uprising of the 
farmers of the west and south took place 
in 1890. He was, however, for the 
twenty-five years of his steady farm 
life an eager student of books and af- 
fairs, such as became the brother of a 
fourteen-year congressman, the cousin of 
perhaps the leading lawyer of the Ala- 
bama bar and a near relative of other 
Tillmans who became respectively a pro- 
fessor at West Point and a district at- 
torney in Tennessee and a United States 
minister in the diplomatic service. 

The South Carolinan collected in those 
years one of thé largest private libraries 
in the south, and all who knew him ap- 
preciated his intellectual accomplish- 
ments and his unusual strong mental ca- 
pacity.
